JANEIRO ON AUGUST 17 REPEAT AUGUST 17. SENATOR DOES NOT 
WISH APPOINTMENTS SCHEDULED FOR AUGUST 16-HIS DAY OFF IN 
RIO. 

2. CODEL PEARSON WILL BE PLEASED TO JOIN AMBASSADOR 
CRIMMINS AND PRINCIPAL OFFICERS FOR COCKTAILS BEFORE DINNER

EMBASSY ARRANGE FOR AIR TAXI PLANE TO TAKE HIM FROM BELEM 
TO ALTAMIRA AND BACK TO BELEM ON TUESDAY, AUGUST 21. 

8. SENATOR WOULD PREFER TO DELETE MANAUS FROM HIS 
ITINERARY AND FLY TO MEXICO FROM BELEM IF EMBASSY DETER- 
MINES THAT IS FEASIBLE. SUCH A CHANGE WOULD ALSO MAKE 
SCHEDULING MORE FLEXIBLE SINCE AUGUST 23 ARRIVAL IN MEXICO 
IS STILL TARGET. 
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9. CODEL HAS REQUESTED THAT A CAR AND DRIVER BE PLACED 
AT HIS DISPOSAL IN RIO DE JANEIRO AND SALVADOR AS WELL AS 
ANYWHERE ELSE THAT EMBASSY MAY CONSIDER IT NECESSARY OR 
HELPFUL FOR HIS PURPOSES.
